The dream is one step closer to reality. 
C-23, the controversial bill tabled by Federal 
Minister Anne McLellan, has moved one 
step further towards becoming law. 

The bill, if passed, would allow 
common-law gay couples to enjoy the same 
rights and obligations as their heterosexual 
counterparts. In all, this omnibus measure 
would affect sixty-eight federal statutes, 
ranging from pension benefits to income tax 
filing. 

On April 10, over 100 proposed 
amendments to the bill were deflected in the 
House of Commons. The following day, C- 
23 passed its third reading by a vote of 174- 
72 in favour. The bill now moves on to the 
Canadian Senate. 

Opposition to C-23 has come primarily 
from the Canadian Alliance Party 
(previously Reform), although seventeen 
dissident Liberal MPs broke rank with their 
party and voted against the bill. Openly gay 
NDP MP Svend Robinson proposed two 
amendments to remove the heterosexual 
definition of marriage from the bill, but they 
were defeated by a margin of 187-26. 

If passed into law, C-23 will place 
Canada on par with a handful of other 
nations that legally recognize the legitimacy 
of same-sex unions. 


Recently, in California, Proposition 22 
was upheld by voters in that state. The basis 
of that proposal was a ban on the recognition 
of same-sex marriage. 

On a more positive note, a Vermont bill 
granting gay and lesbian couples all the 
benefits of marriage won final approval in 
the state House. Committed members of 
Vermont’s gay community may now 
“marry” in ceremonies called “civil unions.” 
The gay equivalent of divorce would then be 
a “dissolution,” a process handled by the 
family courts. Once Vermont Governor 
Howard Dean signs the bill, it will become 
state law, and civil unions could take place as 
early as July 1 of this year. It is important to 
note that this development is on a state level 
only, and will not affect federal programs or 
policies within the U.S.

It’s hardly unique for a young Hollywood 
hunk to discover he’s a pin-up boy. 

That is, unless he learns he’s a pin-up 
king in North America’s male prisons. 

While he was researching his role of a 
petty con for the recent thriller Reindeer 
Games, hunk du jour Ben Affleck visited 
several prisons, including a couple of 
maximum security institutions in British 
Columbia. 

“Being recognized from a movie is weird 
enough, but seeing posters of yourself in 
guys’ cells is really weird,” admits Affleck. 
“It made me regret doing some of those 
beefcake stills that slipped out from the 


publicity departments! 

“It was certainly a good reason not to 
shower at the prison when we were working 
there,” he jokes. 

Affleck enjoys making light of such 
experiences but he can also be serious when it 
comes to the subject of homosexuality in 
prison. 

“T actually did a lot of research about it. I 
learned it’s not as stereotypical as it seems,” 
he says. “Rape happens in prisons but it’s 
mostly just consentual sex with established 
relationships. Some of the guys were 
heterosexual on the outside but others were 
homosexual even before they got into prison.” 

Affleck says he sat down with prisoners 
to talk about many things, including sex in 
prison. 

“Most of the guys I met with agreed to 
trade information. They would tell me what 
they did and who they did it with if I would 
tell them which actresses I’d slept with,” he 
reveals. “When I told them I hadn’t got it on 
with Liv Tyler during the making of 
Armageddon they were really disappointed in 
me!” 

Always the joker, Affleck gets a dig in at 
his friend Matt Damon. 

“Tf Matt had visited the prisons he would 
have had a rougher time. There’s much more 
of the girlfriend type in him.” 

On a serious note—and Affleck is quick 
to make the point—he says there is a good 
reason he and Damon can joke about the gay 
rumours that surround their relationship. 

“Matt and I are very secure about our 
heterosexuality, that’s why we can joke. It’s

also why Matt can do an explicitly gay movie 
like The Talented Mr. Ripley. We’re not the 
least bit intimidated by homosexuality,” he 
says. 

“T’ve grown up around gay people. 
Many of my friends and some extended 
family members are gay. As I’ve said, if I 
were gay, I’d be out like Rupert Everett is 
out.” 

This hot young star has been approached 
for the film version of the gay novel The 
Dreyfus Affair. 

“Tt’s a great book. Very funny and very 
touching,” Affleck says. 

“Tt’s about a guy like Cal Ripkin who is a 
huge, venerated, all-American baseball player 
who falls in love with the second baseman on 
his team. Betty Thomas is set to direct it and 
I’ve told her I’m really interested if she can 
get a good script. Trust me, it takes the 
bathtub scene in Ripley to a whole new level.” 

Though Affleck acknowledges he is 
aware of the ‘Matt and Ben Are Gay’ website, 
he’s never visited it. 

“Tn a way I’m honoured that gay people 
are not intimidated by me and that they see 
something of themselves in me.” 

“I’ve been tempted but I’ve never gone 
into it. 

Audiences got to see a great deal of 
Affleck in the winter release Reindeer Games: 


he had a nude love scene with Charlize 
Theron. : 

“That’s me,” Affleck confirms. “I’ve 
read that Mel Gibson now uses a stunt butt 
double for his movies. Not me. No matter 
how old I get, it will always be my butt, saggy 
or not. It certainly will be great incentive to 
stay in shape.” 

Affleck also got to showcase his tattoos 
in the film and he has several mammoth ones. 

“T got them when I was younger,” he 
says. “It was foolish and they’re there to 
constantly remind me of my foolish youth. 

“T want everyone to know that I got my 
barbwire one before Pamela Anderson got 
hers. I didn’t get it as some kind of homage to 
her. I’m definitely going to have them 
lasered. 

“Tt’s not just that it takes a long time in 
the makeup trailer to have them covered for 
shirtless scenes but they hinder my whole 
acting process,” he continues. 

“I’m trying to get into character or stay in 
character. I whip off my clothes and there 
they are to remind me who I am.” 

Affleck has just signed to star in Disney’s 
Pearl Harbor, a movie about brothers who fall 
in love with the same girl. 

No word yet whether Ben’s real-life 
brother Casey Affleck will play his screen 
brother. The role has yet to be cast.

GAY WOMEN 


IN BUSINESS

Verna Mumby loves her job. If you 
can’t find her walking down elm-lined 
streets in Edmonton or Winnipeg, you’re 
liable to see her dangling from the very top 
of some hundred-year-old fir tree, pruning 
away the dead wood. 

Mumby is a “certified consulting 
arborist”—a woman in a field dominated by 
men—and very much in charge of her own 
business (Mumby’s Tree Services). 
Originally from the Turner Valley area of 
southern Alberta, Mumby has had a life-long 
love affair with all things green and growing. 
In addition to being a certified arborist, she 
acts as a consultant, landscape gardener and 
workshop facilitator for tree maintenance 
and care. 

Mumby has also acted as a consultant in 
both Edmonton and Winnipeg on the 
containment of Dutch Elm Disease, as it 
continues its westward movement out of 
Saskatchewan and into Alberta. The 
European elm bark beetle has now appeared 
in trees in both Edmonton and Calgary and, 
although the disease has not yet materialized, 
Mumby is at the forefront of making sure 
proper management strategies are in place 
for the disease’s inevitable arrival. Outlooks 
spoke with Mumby over coffee, as she was 
about to head out of Edmonton to Medicine 
Hat for a workshop. 

Outlooks: When did Mumby’s Tree 
Services come into being and why did you 
start your own company? 

Mumby: I’ve had a tree service 
company operating for ten years, on a full- 
time and a part-time basis. [ve run it in 
Alberta and Manitoba. 

Outlooks: Are you originally from 
Edmonton? 

Mumby: I’m originally from the Turner 
Valley area, but I started the business in Red 
Deer, actually. The original plan was just to 
do tree pruning and it expanded from there. 
I got a lot more experience in arborculture, 
and took some courses and certification. 
That helped broaden my perspective. 

Outlooks: Where did you get most of 
your education? 

Mumby: Most of my education came 
through the University of Alberta and the 
University of Guelph, through arborculture 
programs. And then there’s a society called 
the International Society of Arborculture, 
which allows you to write a certification 
program, and that’s how you become a 
certified arborist. So there are educational 
requirements and field knowledge 
requirements that you have to complete. 

Outlooks: What are some of the 
services you offer? 

Mumby: The first thing that people 
think of in the tree service business is tree 
and shrub pruning and that’s definitely one 
part of my business. I have a lot of tree 
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Green thumbs up 


clients and I absolutely Jove working in the 

community. Gays and lesbians love their 
yards, they love to be outside, they love 
to take care of their trees. I think we’re 


inventory experience, and that involves 
actually going up and down streets and 
doing inventory on the location of 
trees, what condition they’re in, 
their spread, their size, health—all 
those different attributes. I did some 
work like that in California and 
that’s where I got the bulk of my 
experience. I also help 
develop a tree 
inventory computer 
program, for the elm 
trees in Alberta. The other end of my 
business is consulting. Insurance 
companies hire me to look at trees 
that maybe have been spray 
damaged by farmers, or hit by a car. I 
also have a landscape designer who 
works for me. I come in to do the 
tree work, and site planting and 
overall landscaping. I’m also a 
workshop facilitator, and that’s 
what I’m about to go to Medicine 
Hat to do—a workshop on how to 
do an inventory. 

Outlooks: Did the training you receive 
as an arborist include the landscaping, or did 
you gain that through experience? 

Mumby: Through experience, and 
that’s why I always have a landscape 
designer on staff to help me. My expertise is 
picking out plant material, knowing where to 
plant it and knowing what it should be 
planted in. Arborists are like farmers—tree 
farmers—so we know the right places to 
plant things. 

Outlooks: So what’s happening with 
the elms in Alberta? 

Mumby: Basically, we don’t have the 
disease in Alberta, but the disease is in 
Saskatchewan. Do you know where the 
Qu’appelle Valley is? Weyburn area? It’s in 
that area, so that’s how far away it is from 
Alberta. We did a total inventory of all the 
trees in Alberta, where they’re located, and 
what kind of health they’re in. And we have 
the beetle, the elm bark beetle that carries the 
disease. 

Outlooks: 
prevalent now? 

Mumby: No, there’s not a lot of them. 
But we have the beetle, and once you get the 
numbers built up there is a potential increase 
of having the disease. But Alberta right now 
is Dutch Elm Disease-free. 

Outlooks: A two sided question—do 
you find that your gay and lesbian clients 
have unique requests or specific tendencies 
that are different from your straight 
clientele? And, secondly, for your own 
employment, do you find being identified as 
lesbian has hindered or hurt you? Or has 
being self-employed made this latter 
question less important? 

Mumby: To the first part of your 
questions, I have a lot of gay and lesbian

or something. 
I find with most 
P, of the gay guys you can 


try something really different, 
like bonsai pruning, something 
really off-the-wall. I can play with my 
creativity. And a lot of their yards are 
really nice. From a personal point of 
view, I’ve just always liked to be self- 
employed and to have my own 
business. I’m one of the very few 
women in the field, so that has been a bit 
of a hole, but I’ve gained respect in the 
industry. Like anything, it’s pretty 
redneck in Alberta, so I’ve really 
tried to specialize. I do a lot of 
ARTISTS aesthetic pruning, which is a 


RENDERING OF very special kind, so what’s 
VERNA MUMBY happened to me now is that 


other arbor companies hire me 
to do their aesthetic pruning. That’s been a 
benefit, because before others used to look at 
me as a threat, but now they realize I have 
some skills that they don’t.

Outlooks: What’s the most difficult 
aspect of your job and what do you like the 
best? 

Mumby: Hmm. That’s difficult to say. 
The hardest part is probably dealing with 
people who don’t think you can do it. I 
climb trees, I prune trees, and I can move 
trees. That’s the hardest thing and probably 
the most frustrating. Going out to a job site 
and telling people, “Look, I know how to do 
this.” You don’t have to be a big burly guy 
to remove a tree or something. After the 
number of years I’ve been doing it I get tired 
of having to go through it all over again. The 
most interesting is seeing how much people 
really enjoy working with trees and shrubs 
and working in their back garden. I’ve 
learned a lot about how people perceive their 
private space—to some it’s like a worship or 
meditation area, and very valuable. Others 
Just say, “Yeah, whatever... it’s a back yard.” 
As an arborist, the field is changing, getting 
more professional, with more women in it 
and more educated people than the “acme 
hackme” guys who just go out and ‘talk’ 
trees and don’t care. The industry is 
interesting and always expanding.

Before Seinfeld made its network 
debut—and subsequent television history— 
NBC executives told funnyman Jerry that 
the show was “too Jewish, too New York” to 
have any widespread appeal. Whoops! 

Comic Michele Balan is another 
individual who, like Seinfeld, knows that the 
perspective of a Jewish New Yorker on life’s 
oddities can be funny. Very funny. Throw 
‘gay’ into that mix and you've got a 
winner—or, Michele Balan. 

She’s been a favourite feature performer 
on numerous RSVP cruises and performed 
with the likes of Sandra Bernhard, Nell 
Carter, Harvey Fierstein and Jennifer 
Holliday. She has also proven to be 
extremely popular in comedy clubs from 
New York to L.A., not to mention all points 
in between. 

Calgarians will get a chance to laugh 
with, and at (she’s very generous about 
sharing foibles and flaws), Balan at a special 
comedy night that will take place June 16th, 
the Friday of Pride Week this year. In an 
exclusive interview, Outlooks caught up 
with this rapidly-rising comedy star to 
discuss the business of being funny. 

Outlooks: What makes you laugh? Is it 
somehow different from what you look for 
to make other people laugh? 

Balan: Well, that’s an interesting 
question—most people go “So when did you 
start comedy?” “So who do you admire?” 
I’ve done so many of these that I should just 
tape-record my answers and play them back! 
I think that things that make me laugh, that 
appeal to me, are the type of humour that I 
want to bring to other people. Because if I 
enjoy it then I think I can make other people 
enjoy it on some level. 

Outlooks: So, then, are you always 
working, always reviewing new material in 
your day-to-day life? 

Balan: Well, I'll look at situations and 
think “Oh, that’s funny” but I don’t know if 
I really go looking for it. I mean, somebody 
will say something and not realize that 
there’s a funny joke in there, because they 
don’t look at it in that way. And I’ll go “Do 
you know how funny that is? I’m taking it! 
You don’t do this for a living, J do!” 
{Laughs.] I took a joke from a friend of 
mine when we were talking about dating and 
all the people, all the f***ing nuts we’ve 
dated. She told me about going out with this 
woman who was a psychic. They dated for 
a while and then she got hit by a car! I said 
“How funny is that?” She didn’t even 
realize that that is hysterical—what, she 
didn’t see it coming?! 

Outlooks: A lot of the best humour 
comes out of some kind of misery. 

Balan: Right—I think most comedy 
comes out of misery. I have friends who will 
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say to me “Oh, Michele, when you get 
onstage it’s always kind of sad.” And I go 
“You think anyone’s going to laugh if I get 
onstage and go ‘Hi, I’m having a great day, I 
just won a million dollars, met the woman of 
my dreams...” Who’s going to laugh at 
that? They want to hear misery, to make 
them feel better, you know? IfI get up there 
and say that I’ve had a great day, they’re 
going to want to shoot me. They want me to 
go “Hey, I have a miserable life—I’m a 
miserable f***!” Thats what comedy is: 
misery made funny. 

Outlooks: Was there ever a time when 
you were just a ‘comic’ and not a ‘lesbian 
comic’? 

Balan: That’s funny that you asked 
that, because when I started I did not want to 
be a ‘gay comic’ at all. At the time it wasn’t 
like where we are today—and I’m not even 
sure where we are today. Anyway, you 
know Suzanne Westenhoefer, right? Well, 
we started at the same time. As a matter of 
fact, the Sally Jesse Raphael show 
approached me about going on as a gay 
woman for a show about gay women who 
break the stereotype. And I said “No, but 
my friend Suzanne probably would.” 
Hence, there she is and here I] am. But she 
wanted to be a lesbian comic, and I give her 
credit for it. I just wanted to be a comic; it’s 


not like somebody goes up on stage and they 
say “Here comes the straight male comic 
with four kids.” Funny is funny, and at the 
time I thought that it would dead-end my 
career. 

Outlooks: How long ago was that? 

Balan: I’d say about ten years ago. 
Comedy, to me, is truth. And when things 
started to change a little, get a bit more open 
about being gay, I just felt like I was lying. I 
would do a joke about “my boyfriend” and 
this little voice would go “li-ar!”? I’m 
brutally honest when I’m onstage and I think 
that’s the best comedy, when you’re honest 
and you’re open. You want people to 
identify. Obviously not everything is 
“truth’—some things are just plain funny 
and you make it up. When I was up there 
doing the boyfriend jokes I'd be saying to 
myself “You haven’t seen a penis in twelve 
years!” 

Outlooks: You and me both, honey! 

Balan: (Laughs.] I feel bad for you— 
I'll show you mine when I get there! I have 
them in all sizes! Anyway, Suzanne went on 
to “hit” for a while with the gay shows and 
everything else and, as a result, she got to be 
quite a bit more popular than me. I was 
resentful for a bit! [Laughs.] I went “F***, 
I should’ve gone on Sally Jesse!” I started 
to get booked to do a lot of gay events and 
things like that, which I love. I love the gay 
audience—it’s the best one, my people. But 
I really still don’t know what our future is as 
a result of coming out. I think we 
pigeonhole ourselves and I don’t know how 
easily any of us will get sitcoms or anything 
like that. 

Outlooks: Gay men, gay women—is 
there any difference in the humour 
perspective? 

Balan: I love gay male audiences 
because they just want to laugh. They’re not 
looking at everything and going “Oooh, 
that’s a dig” or “Is that politically correct?” I 
guess it depends on the type of lesbian. 
Lesbian type ‘A’—the ones that go to the 
festivals—may not like me as much! I 
mention, in the show, the segregation in our 
own community and it’s unfortunate. But it 
is so there! I’ve met gay men who just hate 
women, hate them. And I want to say “Did 
your father pop you out of his penis?!” 
We’re minorities and we’re fighting 
amongst ourselves. I mean, sometimes we 
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come together if there’s a march or a parade, 
but there’s still a lot of [segregation]. 

Outlooks: Tell me about being on a 
boat with nearly two thousand gay men. 

Balan: Oh, it’s so funny. I’ve done 
them [RSVP cruises] for so long. I do a lot 
of it in my act, about being on a boat with 
men and the difference between a lesbian 
cruise and a men’s cruise. I tell you, this last 
cruise there were about 400 hatboxes! 
[Laughs.] We shipped off about two hours 
late just from getting the friggin’ hatboxes 
on board! We had this captain going “As 
soon as we get the hatboxes on board...” Oh 
my god! 

Outlooks: As gay people, is humour 
our best defence against attack, or some of 
the lows we may experience as individuals? 

Balan: I think humour in general is the 
best defence for anybody. A lot of 
comedians do have a lot of tragedy to deal 
with. Humour keeps people from cracking 
up. Some people go like Sybil and take on 
multiple personalities... and some people 
become comics. That’s me. Otherwise I’d 
have multiple personalities—and I can’t take 
the one I have! 

Outlooks: Who were your inspirations 
in terms of “funny people”? P 

Balan: Well, I love the old Jewish 


‘comics, the Catskill group. When I was little 


we used to go to these resorts and see these 
comics. The Buddy Hacketts... you know, 
misery: | hate my life, 1 hate my wife, take 
my life, take my wife. It just cracked me up, 
I just love that stuff. There’s an album I have 
called When You're Jewish The World’s In 
Love and it’s the funniest thing. I listen to it 
and it still kills me. Jackie Mason, that kind 
of stuff. Hey, are there any Jews up there or 
am I going to be the only one?! 

Outlooks: Don’t worry—you’ll be in 
good company. 

Balan: Oh good, I’m really looking 
forward to this. And my friend Paul, he’s 
coming up and he’s really funny, too. It’s 
going to be a good time.

And while we’re on the subject of self- 
involvement, am I the only one that got just a 
trifle sick of the brouhaha that followed the 
announcement by the National Action 
Committee on the Status of Women, the one 
that confirmed a significant number of their 
membership was lesbian? 

Loathe as I am to admit it, is seems many 
of my confreres in the media simply are not 
capable of reasoning things out. 

I mean, you do the math. By its very 
title, NAC is concerned with the status of 


women, and not only are lesbians women, 
they are one of the groups of women denied 
status by a large swath of the population. So, 
it is only logical that in a group devoted to 
improving the status of all women, lesbians 
would be amongst the vanguard of those 
working for change.

Often, in times of crisis, people do 
not need to hear “you shoulds”, they 
need to know that, on some level, they 
are not alone. This is the basic—and 
effective—model for Beyond Coming 
Out, a self-help manual in the truest 
sense. Rather than offering a limited 
(and limiting) roster of step-by-step 
instructions, author Kevin Alderson 
Ph.D offers a series of case studies as 
examples of the many ways the coming- 
out process can be _ navigated 
successfully. 

Drawing on experience garnered as 
both a gay man and a chartered 
psychologist, Alderson has chosen a 
variety of “co-researchers” with whom 
to connect the reader, individuals he 
feels have found ways to establish 
“positive gay identities” after coming 
out. 

The stories these men share are as 
diverse as they are, and Alderson should 
be commended for making the effort to 
attempting to represent a true cross- 
section of gay male society. Subjects 
range from a sixteen-year-old junior 


high school student to a sixty-one-year- 
old lawyer, with many others in between. 

The book is structured in a way that 
addresses issues of coming out before, 
during, and after the experience. 
Throughout all this material, Alderson 
offers input of his own, both 
professional and personal, with mixed 
results. 

At times, his contributions tend 
towards high melodrama, and emotion 
overshadows what should be 
professional objectivity. There is a 
tendency to rely too heavily on imagery 
(homophobia is a “demon”, the spirit of 
someone coming out a “flame”) that 
somewhat compromises Alderson’s 
authority as a psychologist. 

Perhaps his own coming out, which 
occurred about seven years ago, has not 
been given enough ‘distance’, enough 
healing time and that has coloured his 
perspective. This has the unfortunate 
result of making what is a legitimately 
good self-help book read, at times, like 
some of those pop-psych volumes that 
line library shelves. 

Beyond Coming Out, despite its 
flaws, is a very useful tool for tackling 
the issues associated with its title rite of 
passage. The candid revelations shared 
by Alderson’s subjects are worth more 
than the cover price alone, and are bound 
to provide some measure of comfort for 
the majority who find the coming out 
process anything but comfortable. 
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B.C. Teachers speak out

It is always an unpleasant development 
when tragedy plays into the hands of 
political agendas. The Elian Gonzalez case 
is a perfect example. A child loses his 
mother and barely survives a journey to a 
new land, only to become a pawn to both 
sides in a diplomatic burlesque. 

Closer to home, in Surrey, the tragic 
suicide of a grade nine student occurred just 
days before the B.C. Teachers Federation 
was slated to vote on the issue of supporting 
gay-straight alliances in British Columbia’s 
schools. The case erupted into a full- 
fledged brouhaha when it was revealed that 
his suicide note said he had been endlessly 
tormented at school. The taunts included 
accusations of homosexuality. The family 
of the boy, Hamed Nastoh, insisted the boy 
was not gay. In fact, the father went on to 
say that homosexuality is absolutely 
abhorrent to the family and such 
accusations made the grieving that much 
worse. 

Well, who’s to criticize a grieving 
father who defends the “honour” of his dead 
son? But it’s easy to see why some people 
think gay-straight alliances might be a good 
idea. Gay or straight, Hamed Nastoh was a 
victim of homophobia, among other things. 

One of his former elementary school 
teachers pointed the finger directly at the 
anti-gay protesters who had been amassing 
recently in advance of the B.C. Teachers 
Federation meeting. 

“He saw that as his only option and I 
think it’s directly related to the current 
environment in Surrey,” the teacher told the 
Vancouver Sun. Surrey has also been the 
site of very public book-bannings in recent 
years. 

The province’s education minister, 
who represents a riding in Surrey, also 
made the right noises about the protests 
feeding into young people’s sense of 
isolation. 

The teachers’ meeting brought out the 
placards on both sides. Meetings against 
the idea drew hundreds of parents, who 
carried signs blaming the unions and the 
New Democratic government for 
promoting these new-fangled sex clubs in 
schools. 

Some teachers joined the chorus, both 
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at private meetings and at the BCTF 
convention, to oppose the move. I 
wondered how I would have felt had I been 
a student seeing my teacher on television 
condemning the idea of a support club for 
me. 

On the other side, gay and lesbian 
activists and their friends didn’t give an 
inch. They were on-site at the convention, 
protesting the protesters with signs that said 
things like “Get over it, mom.” 

Meanwhile, in Nastoh’s hometown of 
Surrey, which has been ridiculed in this 
column previously, the extreme rightists on 
the school board have vowed to look into 
the issue of gay-straight alliances which, 
interpreted liberally, means to delay it until 
they can’t hold back the onslaught any 
longer. 

The chair of the board told the Sun that 
the board’s anti-discrimination policy 
doesn’t specify the type of discrimination 
forbidden or, in Heather Stilwell’s own 
vernacular: the school district doesn’t have 
specific rules to protect kids who “are 
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Muslim or Christian or because they have 
fat butts or zits or whatever.” Charming. 

And despite the vocal opposition 
outside the convention and a few opponents 
among the delegates, the teachers endorsed 
the idea overwhelmingly. 

A curious footnote that did not go 
unnoticed was that much of the public 
opposition came from Chinese-Canadian 
members of evangelical churches. Many of 
the opponents were recent immigrants and 
have known the sting of bigotry themselves. 
I have two theories about discrimination: 
the optimistic one (people who experience 
discrimination will understand the pain it 
causes) and the cynical one (there’s always 
someone lower than you to pick on). 

Ultimately, everyone on all sides tsk- 
tsked the prevalence of bullying in schools. 
We’ve heard this repeatedly recently as 
students take up guns and knives 
(depending on which side of the border 
they’re on) and lash out at their tormentors. 

It’s hard to imagine schools without 
bullying, at least it’s hard for me and 


probably anyone else who went through the 
school system and was gay (or wore glasses 
or had zits or a fat butt). However, it would 
be nice to have a place where a student 
could openly express the pain caused by 
homophobic taunts, get support and feel a 
part of a larger community. 

Otherwise, a student might bottle it up 
inside, keep the pain a secret until it 
becomes unbearable and jump off a bridge. 

At which point we will all tsk-tsk the 
waste and the prevalence of bullying. Then 
go back to arguing again about “promoting” 
homosexuality in schools.

Was that the gayest Oscar night ever, or 
what? 

Is full acceptance far off when the 
Academy finally awards the golden statuette 
to films that deal with gay issues, or at least 
those sufficiently removed from the 
mainstream? 

Before the awards were handed out, 
loads of press-people discussed how there 
was no chance that Hilary Swank could win 
the coveted best actress Oscar for her 
performance as Brandon Teena in Boys 
Dont Cry. Not because she wasn’t good 
enough or because she didn’t deserve it, but 
because Boys Dont Cry didn’t provide the 
most basic of Hollywood requirements: a 
happy ending. The film was troubling, and 
therefore would make the Academy voters 
unhappy. 

But the Academy proved all those 
reporters wrong, sending Swank into history 
clutching her well-deserved statuette. 

Likewise, American Beauty has been 
lauded as a victory for gay filmmaking. 
This winner of three Golden Globes also sits 
at the top of a multitude of critics’ top ten 
lists, not to mention its highest honour: the 
Best Picture Oscar. Beauty is just that: a 
piece of beauty in a class all its own. 

But is it a “gay movie’? There is a 
tendency for the mainstream press to 
simplify and reduce art (like humans) into 
easily identifiable categories. The presence 
of gay characters, or writers, or anyone on 
the creative team automatically makes it a 
“gay experience”. 

Yet after walking away from this film 
(with tears in my eyes), the overwhelming 
impression is not that of a gay movie. Yes, 
there were gay characters. Yes, there was an 
exploration of the aggression that 
internalized homophobia produces. And 
yes, most definitely, it was wonderful to see 
any film where the queer content is not just 
present for comic relief. 

But what set Beauty apart was that, 
despite the core of gay individuals involved 
in creating this film, it was about 
suburban American life. And all 
the characters in it were living, 
breathing stereotypes, seemingly 
content to live out the destiny of & 
their particular stereotype. 
Because no other image of life 
has been offered to them except 
the impossibly idealized 
Rockwellian version of & 
American success, they wander fm 
through their lives bored, 
unhappy and unfulfilled. It is not § 
until Kevin Spacey’s character 
wakes up and realizes the 
possibilities within his grasp 
that any of the characters begin 
to shed their seemingly 
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predestined fate. 

One character at a time, the process of 
self-realization begins. 

It’s a stunning feature film debut from 
British director Sam Mendes, who was sent 
the script after the producers at Dreamworks 
saw his production of Cabaret on 
Broadway. In an interview with 
amazon.com, Mendes spoke of being an 
outside eye looking at the American. 
experience. “Sometimes that gives you sort 
of a distance and a clarity about what you’re 
looking at.” 

The film was made without the usual 
bevy of rewrites and second-guessing that 
accompanies the creation of a Hollywood 
product. Screenwriter Alan Ball wrote 
Beauty while being on the writing team of 
Cybill. “I longed for the chance to write 
something that I was deeply invested in, and 
that—plus my anger and rage at my working 
situation—just sort of channeled into 
American Beauty.” 

“Tf there’s any theme to this movie,” he 
continues, “it’s that nothing is what it 
appears to be on the surface. That there is a 
life behind things and it’s much more 
interesting and real than the veneer of reality 
that we all sort of tacitly agree to accept.” 
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The tendency would be to assume that 
the title refers to Angela, the blonde 
cheerleader that Spacey’s character is 
mesmerized by, a character that provides the 
turning point for a man who, up until that 
moment, had completely given up on any 
chance of his own fulfillment. Not 
according to Ball: “It’s not Angela—it’s the 
plastic bag. It’s the way of looking at the 
world and seeing what incredible beauty 
there is in the world. And I think that’s 
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something we’re born with that gets ironed 
out of us by our culture and by experience 
and by conformity. I think there’s a part of 
everyone that yearns to get that back.” 

The plastic bag he refers to is in the 
video collection of the next-door neighbor 
boy, Ricky. He asks Jane “Do you want to 
see the most beautiful thing I’ve ever 
filmed?” She agrees, and they watch a 
video of a plastic bag dancing in the wind. 
It’s breathtaking in its simplicity, a moment 
of sheer beauty as time suspends to allow a 
miracle to occur. In another scene he 
confesses, “Sometimes there’s so much 
beauty in the world, I can’t take it. It feels 
like my heart is going to cave in.” 

One of the unusual aspects of this film 
is the debate which has sprung up 
surrounding its message. “A gay polemic; a 
coded indictment of heterosexual marriage” 
are some of the charges. Angry exchanges 
on the Internet and in chatrooms argue about 
the sexuality of the various characters, and 
whether or not American Beauty is merely a 
coming-out tale, cleverly disguised as a film 
about mid-life crisis. In an article in the L.A. 
Times Roger Kaufman points out what he 
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sees are the real implications in the movie: 
“a heterosexual husband and father 
discovers his individuality in a significant 
new way through awareness of his 
forbidden sexuality.” The fact that his 
‘forbidden sexuality’ is embodied in the 
form of a teenage cheerleader is simply a 
“red herring.” 

Kaufman is also offended by the 
attempt to cloak the film’s gay sensibility in 
a hetero framework while allowing the 
film’s most obvious gay characters to 
remain stereotypes, almost cartoonish in 
nature: Jim and Jim, jogging by in matching 
tracksuits and bringing fresh pasta as a 
welcome wagon basket; the closeted, 
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repressed ex-Marine next door whose hate 
of homos leads him to spy on his sensitive, 
artistic son. 

Even the foul-mouthed cheerleader 
bears closer inspection, according to 
Kaufman, who asks whether or not a straight 
writer would have delivered dialogue so 
preoccupied with penis size. 

Hang on, there—since when are gay 
men the only males obsessed with penis 
size? 

Kaufman continues: “There’s nothing 
new about gay sensibilities appearing in 
Hollywood movies. What’s different about 
American Beauty is its immense success 
critically and how thinly veiled its concerns 
are, whereas in the past they have been more 
cloaked.” 
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All the doubters can theorize as much 
as they want... American Beauty is now a 
part of film history. A gay writer’s take on 
marriage and suburban Hell has been 
embraced as brilliant. 

If it takes a Brit to make a proper 
indictment of American Suburbia, maybe 
that same objective eye should always 
apply. Could the perception and 
illumination in this film be the result of an 
outside eye looking in? In a queer view 
mirror, objects may seem clearer than they 
would in a simple retelling of a male midlife 
crisis. If you want stereotypes stripped 
away, give the project to a team who knows 
what damage stereotypes can cause. 

Then the Beauty becomes 
universal.

In mid-May, Calgarians will 
experience a positive spin on “herd 


mentality” as the Udderly Art project 
stampedes into streets in the downtown 
core. Taking a cue from a similar project 
undertaken in Chicago last summer 
(Chicago took its inspiration from Zurich, 
Switzerland) organizers have created a 
veritable Ponderosa’s worth of life-size cow 
statues to bring visual interest to city streets. 
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Calgary cattle call 


“When I was in Chicago last summer, I 
saw a similar project and my husband said 
‘Cows belong in Cowtown.’ And I said 
“You’re right—we’re going to do this in 
Calgary,’ and that was the start of it,” says 
Bonnie Laycock, chairman of Udderly Art. 
“When I returned, I phoned several 
people—friends and business leaders—and 
they all thought it was a great idea. And 
now here we are today.” 

The concept is simple: local businesses 
and organizations pay to “sponsor” a cow, 
which is then turned over to an artist who 
performs a colourful makeover on the 
gentle beast. The idea is to make the cow as 
visually attractive as possible, to transform 
each into a piece of public art that appeals 
to people throughout the city. 

“Tt brings a smile to your face and it 
gives people a great deal of pleasure seeing 
how artists can make these docile creatures 
such wonderful works of art,” says 
Laycock. “That’s the best part of it, I think. 
It’s something that little kids can 
understand, older people can understand— 
it’s just an easy, fun art project.” 

The first of the 200-head herd was 
“born” on January 3 of this year, cast in 
fibreglass from a clay maquette sculpted by 
Calgary artist Brian Cooley. Subsequent 
statues have been produced at a rate of one 
per day by Calgary-based Marine Clinic. 

“They are like a blank canvas, all- 
white, and the originals are all the same 
with four feet on the ground,” says Laycock 
of the cows in their natural state. “Many 
artists have changed the shape and 
configuration—some still have four feet on 
the ground and others have had their 
structure altered.” 

Internationally-known local artists 
such as Stan Phelps, Kirsten Abrahamson, 
Rick Sealock and Carole Bondaroff are 
among the many who have ‘stepped into the 
corral’ and offered their talents in 
decorating cows for sponsoring businesses 
and organizations. Some of these “aesthetic 
ranchers” include the Clagary Humane 
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Society, The Westin Hotel, The 
Chickwagon Foundation and the Calgary 
Zoo. Cows were either purchased by 
sponsors at the price of $5000 each or 
donated to organizations by generous local 
patrons. 

“We targetted 
specific businesses for 
sponsorship,” says 
Laycock, “but were 
actually quite surprised at 
some of the people who 
said ‘This is great, I’m

public cattle auction will be held at 
Stampede Park, with 100 percent of the 
proceeds going to local charitable 
organizations.

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“Tt was wild: At first ! wasnt even sure I 
was going out, then when I got there my 
friends introduced me to this cute twenty-six- 
year-old DJ who danced with me for an hour. 
When he asked me if wanted to go home with 
him to party, I thought he meant sex, but he 
meant sex and crystal. And K. And more 
crystal and more sex. I got home some time 
Sunday, tweaked, tired and with a... dull 
ache...” 

This is just one story of many. Gay men, 
like all people, are no strangers to using drugs 
when they get together to party. What that 
means for you if you choose to join in— 
whether you end up speedy or “ecstatic,” calm 
or crushing, panicking in a K-hole or 
pleasantly out-of-it on a bump or a few beer— 
depends on a number of different factors. 

Some are biological: like how much you 
weigh, how big a dose you take, how you take 
it, and how much difference there is between 
a dose of a drug that makes you feel good and 
a dose that makes you feel sick. Some are 
circumstantial: like what other drugs 
(prescription or not) you are on, how much 
baby laxative may have been mixed into the 
powder you just paid $25 for, or even whom 
you’re with and where. 

So what does this have to do with HIV? 
Well, everything and nothing. It is important 
to stress that substance use or abuse does not 
lead to HIV infection. However, the use of 
drugs and alcohol can be (and very often is) 
related to high-risk behaviors. It is also 
important to remember that substance ‘use’ 
can be related to HIV transmission as easily as 
substance ‘abuse.’ While substance abuse 
increases the frequency of high-risk 
behaviors, users of drugs and alcohol must be 
made aware that their behavior may increase 
their risk as well. 

The best studies out there on gay men’s 
sexual behavior have found that the use of 
cocaine, poppers, crystal and alcohol has a 
significant link to unsafe sex. Drugs don’t 
cause unsafe sex, but some people who wish 
to have that kind of sex and use drugs to make 
it easier. However, anal sex without a condom 
is still the main way a gay man can become

infected with HIV and this high-risk 
behaviour usually occurs when someone is 
high or drunk. 

So what’s the solution: stop using drugs 
and alcohol all together? Or, as with sex, are 
there ways to make our choices safer? Think 
about it. Come up with a plan. If you can 
think it through before you get high or drunk 
you will be better prepared. 

Talk to people about partying and getting 
together with other men and they describe 
what one researcher calls the “SUDS”: 
Seemingly Unimportant Decisions. Say you 
decide to go out. You meeta friend. He offers 
you something. The next thing you know, it’s 
later than you thought and you’re going home 
with someone, or it’s 4:00 am before a 
workday and you’re still on the phonelines. 
When you talk to people about those extra- 
long nights or two-day parties, there is a good 
chance they mention that there was a drug 
(like alcohol) involved. Talk to people about 
having unprotected sex and the chances are 
even better. 

You can think through the buzz. 
“Seemingly unimportant decisions” may lead 
to really important ones. That way you can 
decide what it is you want to have happen and 
be prepared to stop at your own limit. In 
addition to thinking about what you want the 
drug to do to your body, give some serious 
thought to what you want someone else to do 
to it. Or not to do... That’s hard enough for 
most people to do when they are stone-cold 
sober—it gets harder when someone is under 
the influence. Be sure to think your sex 
through before you snort, sniff or swallow. 

While the Men’s Project does not 


condone or encourage the use of any of these 
drugs, we do respect gay men’s right to make 
decisions for themselves and have 
information so that they can make those 
decisions informed ones. If you are going to 
use, here are twelve things to think about: 

What comes up must come down. 
Before doing any drug, give some serious 
thought to how you are going to feel 
afterward, as well as when you are high. Both 
are part of the drug experience. 

Know your own mind. What works for 
others may not work for you. If you’ve had 
anxiety attacks, a drug like K may seriously 
upset or disorient you. If you are prone to 
paranoia, crystal may play into your fears. If 
you feel depressed now, you are really going 
to have a tough time coming down from coke. 
And so on... 

Take a body check. Look yourself over, 
all over, before you start to party. Any cuts or 
sores that could allow HIV or other sexually 
transmitted diseases to enter your body will be 
harder to feel once you are wasted. 

Avoid mixing medicines. Mixing drugs 
is self-medication, and can result in lots of 
complicated cross-reactions and “unknowns.” 
It’s much safer not to mix drugs, or use them 
with alcohol. It you are on prescription 
medication, don’t take any party drug 
(including alcohol) without doctor’s advice. 

Think twice before the second round. 
Have you really waited long enough to know 
how high you’re going to feel from the first 
one? 

Avoid shooting up. Except in the case 
of poppers, swallowing drugs is usually the 
safest, since it allows them to work their way 
into your system gradually. Snorting is 
riskier, and shooting or smoking drugs rushes 
them to the brain, which can make them more 
addictive and put you at greater risk of 
overdose (not to mention HIV, hepatitis and 
other complications of needle use.) If you use 
needles, ensure that they are clean and sterile 
and don’t ever share. 

Treat yourself right. Think about how 
you act toward others, or how you let others 
treat you when you are high. Do you even

know? Do you have a friend or lover who can 
tell you honestly? 

Consider another way. How do you 
hope to feel on the drug? Are there any other 
times or ways you can get that feeling without 
getting high? Pursue those with the same 
focus it takes to find drugs. 

Stay flexible. Leave yourself the option 
of staying home, or attending the party 
without doing the drugs if it doesn’t feel right. 
True friends will understand. 

Missing something? If you’re on HIV 
medications, especially protease inhibitors, 
you’re not likely to stay on schedule if you are 
tripping for eight hours. Missing doses makes 
the virus stronger. 

Remember HIV. Doing drugs brings 
down barriers. Plan ahead and don’t let a 
latex barrier get lost in the process. 

Don’t be afraid to ask for help. If 
you’re in trouble on a drug, find a friend or a 
friendly face. If you have questions about the 
ways you are combining drugs, alcohol and 
sex you can make changes. You don’t need to 
be an alcoholic or a drug addict to get the 
information you need. By talking about the 
sex you are having, what it means to you, and 
what it may cost you, it is possible to make 
partying—and sex—-safer.

CHUMBAWAMBA - WYSIWYG 
Were time travel 
possible, it 
would not be 
much of a stretch 
to imagine 
Antisthenes and 
the Cynic 
philosophers 
grooving to the 
new Gpacibawarcbs album WYSIWYG 
(What You See Is What You Get). This latest 
offering from clubland’s favourite “media 
anarchists” hits every mark squarely—then 
pulverizes each of them into sub-atomic 
particles. This CD is less boisterous than the 
domestic debut Tubthumper, but not at the 
expense of fun. WYSIWYG is an aural 
patchwork quilt of short-short numbers and 
clever cheek, a twenty-two-song gem that 
flashes by effortlessly from start to all-too- 
soon finish. 

Cuts run from the catchy (’'m With 
Stupid, ’'m Coming Out, I’m In Trouble 
Again) to the strangely beautiful (Pass It 
Along and New York Mining Disaster 
1941— the latter a cover of an old Bee Gees 
tune), with lots of fun, lyric-driven pieces 
that fall somewhere between the two. 
Cynicism reigns supreme, even in the 
“noppiest” cuts; the result is a sound 
reminiscent of the B-52s... if they had all 
been horribly abused in childhood. 

I liked this album so well that I went out 
and bought several copies as gifts for friends. 
To date, none have been disappointed. Buy 
it—you won’t be, either.

It’s not that any of 
the music on either album is offensive—far 
from it. This is music that is so innocuous

PINK - CANT TAKE ME HOME

old Philadelphia 
native has taken a solo jump into the big bad 
music pond with both feet. And the resulting 
splash is more than impressive. Some may 
have already been exposed to (and thrilled 
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by) the magenta-haired diva through her 
first-release video for There You Go (the one 
where she tears around on a motorcycle in 
full leathers before crashing it through her 
ex’s window). As expected, that particular 
cut translates well even without the 
visuals—but it’s not the only standout on the 
album. Bold, percussion-driven R&B 
sounds are fused with classical references of 
violin and harpsichord (all electronic, of 
course) to create a distinctive sound that is 
second to none. Pink is a vocal acrobat, 
capable of taking herself from the softest coo 
to the shrillest cry in a nanosecond.
